REPORTING WEATHER ON THE SKYWARN NETS A comment by Rick Wells, K8SCI 

There are some dedicated hams who have given much of their time to assist the National 
Weather Service in warning the public of servere weather that may affect life and property. 
These individuals may be at different locations within this area, as well as "on location" at the 
National Weather Service office operating Amateur Radio equipment. Many of them will have 
different responsibilities concerning the SKY WARN activity. All of their operation is vital to 
the needed flow of information to the NWS. 

The comment I would like to make is that these individuals are extremely busy and I think 
can be often burden down with "unnecessary reports" from many hams thinking they are helping 
with weather information. These "unnecessary reports" include: "its not raining here", the sun is 
shinning here", we have light rain here with some puddles on the street" - - it goes on and on..... 

Everytime someone checks in with any kind of a report, someone else has to log it in, try up 
the frequency responding to those useless reports, and could prevent someone with a real bad 
weather situation from accessing the repeater. Also be as strong as possible into the repeater so 
that your report can be received clearly (use "high-power" always if on an HT or an antenna in 
your attic, suggest not using any outside antennas due to the danger of lightning). 

SKYWARN is important. It is my opinion that only those weather conditions that are 
extremely dangerous, e.i.: damaging winds, funnel clouds, tornados, hail, frequent lightning, 
flooding and such should ever justify calling the Net Control station to give a report, everyone 
else should stay-off the air and just listen. You can mess-up a smooth running net operation by a 
useless report. Common-sense should be the first rule to follow. 

The Net Control Stations do their best when everyone cooperates. Never give a reoort 
unless the Net Control Stations ask you to go ahead with the report. IF you have an extreme 
type of emergency weather condition to report such as a tornado, break-in with your call 
followed by the word URGENT, EMERGENCY or PRIO RITY then standby for the Net Control. 

Also, please try and make your transmissions as short and concise (clear) as possible to save 
time and to prevent additional transmissions wasting additional air-time.

Canada's Ham Groups Support "No Code" 


The two national amateur radio organizations in Canada have filed joint comments on the 
DOC (Department of Communication's) Discussion Paper on a Possible Restructuring of the 
Amateur Service in Canada. It may result in North America's first no-code entry level ham ticket. 

Presently, Canada has three amateur radio operator classes. Advanced, Amateur and 
Digital. There is no entry level "Novice" license in Canada. The digital license is a "no-code" 
ticket, but can't be considered entry level since it requires an extremely difficult written 
examination. It is also not very popular. 

The Canadian Radio Relay League and Canadian Amateur Radio Federation join comments 
suggesting two amateur radio operator classes plus a code endorsement represent the official 
position of the two groups. Their extremely well done comments recognize the needs of the 
Amateur Service as well as that of Canada's regulatory body. 

NEEDS OF THE AMATEUR SERVICE: (1.) More and younger radio amateurs, (2.) High 
standards for all classes, (3.) Strong incentives to upgrade, (4.) A continuing role for Morse code, 
(5.) Continuing stress on experimentation, (6.) Compatibility with reciprocal operating agreements, 
and (7.) Viability in the eyes of the internationa amateur radio community. 

Recs UF THE “DOC “INCLUDE? (1.) Ease of entry into the Amateur Service, — (2.)} 
Simplicity, resulting in less administration and lower costs, (3.) Recognition that many amateurs 
and prospective amateurs are more interested in 'communicating' than in the technical aspects of 
amateur radio, and (4.) A structure that will remain viable into the next century 

The combined position was jointly signed by CARF President, Ronald Welsh, VE3IDW, and 
CRRL president Thomas 8. J. Atkins, VE3COM. Atkins is also a Director of the ARRL. Their 
proposals (which deviated somewhat with that of the DOC) recommend: (1.) The entry paint would 
be call Certificate "B" or the Basic certificate. Certificate "A" would be the highest class. (2.) 
There would be a written test based on 40 hours of study of basic electronic theory and circuits, 
receiving and transmitting systems, antennas and propagation, station setup and operation, 
interference prevention as well as a regulations test. (3.) There would be no code test to "make 
the certificate attractive to computer buggs and others that view Morse code as interesting but 
old fashioned." (4.) Halders of the entry level Certificate "B" would be permitted to use all modes 
on amateur frequencies above 30 MHz including access to the 144-148 MHz 2-meter band "to 
ensure that these amateurs come into contact with good operators who would serve as role 
models." (5.) Halders of Certificate "B" would be limited to 100 watts to the final stage of the 
transmitter and would not be permitted to become licensees of repeater or remote-base stations. 
(6.) Homebuilt or modified commercial transmitting equipment would be permitted - "an amateur 
tradition". (7.) A 7 WPM Morse Code Endorsement would be offered for Certificate "B". Holders 
of a Code Endorsement would be permitted to use radiotelegraphy and radioteletype on amateur 
frequencies below 30 MHz and radiotelephony in the 28-29.7 MHz amateur band. Holders of 
Certificate "B" with a Code Endorsement would be permitted 250 watts input. The comments note 
that "Fourteen jurisdictions around the world give holders of entry-level certificates 
radiotelephone privileges in the 28-29.7 MHz band. Such privileges are being considered in the US. 
In this structure, such privileges would be a strong incentive for obtaining a Code Endorsement 
and joining the mainstream of amateur radio." (8.) The highest-class and only other certificate 
would be called Certificate "A" or the Advanced certificate. There would be a written test based 
on 20-30 hours of study of advanced electronic theory, receiver and transmitter circuitry and 
antenna systems. There would be a Morse code test at 12 WPM. (9.) Halders of Certificate "A" 
would be permitted to operate all amateur modes on all amateur bands using maximum legal power. 
(10.) Candidates would be permitted to try both Certificate "B" and "A" and the Morse code tests 
at a single test session. There would be no time limit on the validity of any certificate, i.e. 
lifetime licenses.

Canada's Ham Groups Support "No Code" (Continued) 

(I1.) Present "Amateur" certificate holders would be grandfathered into Certificate "B" with code 
endorsement with right of full legal power. Present "Advanced" certificate holders would be 
qualified for Certificate "A", "Digital" certificate holders would be deemed to have all 
qualifications for Certificate "A" except the code. The combined groups felt it important that no 
Canadian amateur lose present privileges. 

The CRRL/CARF commented that the DOC may have no alternative, however, but to give 
all "Amateur" certificate holders Certificate "A". They said they were concerned that this may 
cause resentment among amateurs who received their full privileges only after considerable extra 
study and a second examination. 


House Approves Radio Privacy Bill 


In a brief and sparsely attended June 23rd session, the US House of Representatives, by 
vaice vote, passed HR 4952, the Electronic Communications Privacy Act of 1986. There was no 
discussion or debate ...and no amendments were offered from the floor. Since the vote was by 
vaice, there was no count and no way to identif y who voted for it - or who voted against it. 

The House was only in session for 45 minutes that day. The inattentive and slipshod 
approval was termed "amazing in view of the controversy and complexity of the bill" by the 
Association of North American Radio Clubs who represent many SWL and scanner enthusiast 
grouos. 

The bill had been favorably reported out of the House Judiciary Committee on June 10 by a 
34-0 unanimous margin. The Subcommittee on Courts, Civil Liberties, and the Administration of 
Justice, chaired by Rep. Robert W. Kastenmeier, developed the bill. 

A last minute drive to defeat or modify the bill by two satellite dish owner associations 
(SPACE - now bankrupt - and ASTRO - the Associated Satellite Television Receiver 0 wners, pig eae 
a new Aurora, Calorado, based private TVRO group) was partially successful with some language 
insertions promised by Kastenmeier. 

Senator Patrick Leahy has introduced an identically-worded bill, 5.2575, for consideration 
by the Subcommittee on Patents, Copyrights and Trademarks. A subcommittee aide "expects it to 
move very quickly", with a mark-up session likely sometime after July 14th, following Congress’ 
hNoliday recess. 

By absorbing radio into the larger legal category of "electronic communications", and 
making it illegal to "intercept" electronic communications except for the types specified in HR 
4952, the bill would overtum a fundamental assumption that has governed radio reception since 
the first radio law was passed in 1912: that is, if someone can receive a signal in their home, they 
may do so. 

The Electronic Communications Privacy Act would make it a crime to detect some of the 
signals passing through our very bodies, by declaring them to be not "readily accessible to the 
general public", even though they in fact are readily accessible. 

The Justice Department has indicated that enforcement of the radio provisions of the bill 
would be virtually impossible, except in cases of flagrant violations. The FCC (which was not 
invited to testify on the House Bill) has suggested that the Communications Act of 1934, which 
permits reception but not divulgence or beneficial use, Is an appropriate standard for the 
protection of communications when the method of transmission itself makes the communication 
available to anyone within range. The Communications Security Association said it is "ludicrous to 
think that an unenforceable law can have any deterrent effect." 

HR 4952 sets different standards for different types of telecommunications. While it will 
be unlawful to monitor cellular radio phone calls, no privacy protection is afforded cordless phone 
calls at all, Under the legislation, interception of a cellular call would be a misdeameanor. 
Confusingly, it is a felony to monitor the ald technology 150 MHz carphone service. The House 
didn't protect cordless phone class since they can be detected by an ordinary AM radio set. The 
fact that cellular phone calls can be clearly received on millions of ald UHF (Channel 83) TV sets 
apparently fell on deaf ears. (Continue)

HR 4552 will be reconciled by the House-Senate Conference Committee with whatever 
version is passed by the Senate. At this paint, ultimate enactment of a radio privacy law appears 
certain since the bill is now supported by the Justice Department. It also appears that the 
cellular telephone industry will be using any privacy law that is ultimately signed by President 
Reagan to declare that phone calls from automobiles are indeed secure and private. 

In actuality, the law will create serious enforcement problems, false expectations of 
privacy and could impose criminal sanctions for reception of certain portions of the radio spectrum 
even though technology exists to make these telecommunications secure.

ARRL has filed a petition for reconsideration concerning the dismissal of its petition by 
FCC, to require the labiling of home electronic equipment relative to its susceptibility to RFI. 
The Chief Engineer had stated in the dismissal that the petition was premature as necessitating 
mandatory RF rejection standards. The leagues petition for reconsideration disputes this, stating 
that labeling is independent of RF susceptibility standards and would encourage valuntary 
compliance by manufacturers without adding any additional work burden on the commission. The 
labeling requirement would also serve to educate the consumer by suggesting that he should 
contact the manufacturer for assistance in case of interference. AR

HR PROPAGATION FORECAST BULLETIN NR 29 FM ARRL HEADQUARTERS NEWINGTON CT 
July 21, 1986 - Relayed by KB8BNW/OBS - TO ALL RADIO AMATEURS BT 

Through July 20 the solar flux was higher than at the same points in the previous solar 
rotation on all but July 1 through 4. This being mid summer in the northern hemisphere, small 
variations in the solar flux do not affect radio propagation as markedly as they might in late fall, 
when DX activity peaks in this part of the world. The solar flux range of 66 to 73, recorded so 
far this month, is likely to be about average for the rest of the cycle and for the first few months 
of the new cycle whenever that may come. Seasonal changes will be the major factor in 
propagation most of the time for the next year at least. 

When cycle 22 actually begins we will see improvement on frequencies above 14 Mhz quite 
rapidly. The peak month of cycle 21 was November, 1979, less than three and one half years 
after the solar minimum and the end of cycle 20. 

No important changes are expected for the forecast week. The area of the sun now 
facing the earth was very calm in its most recent appearance. It is showing a bit more life 
currently, but the earths magnetic field should be mostly guiet except for a minor rise peaking 
around July 25. The exceotionally quiet magnetic field mentioned in recent bulletins is 
characteristic of the lowest years of the solar cycle, now at hand. If any major changes develop 
they will be reported in special bulletins, as required. Sporadic & layer ionization is in its 
declining phase. It will be encountered infrequently after early August. 

American sunspot numbers for July 10 through 16 were between ll and 30 with a mean of
